The migrant worker has none of the protect ions 
of Society. 
He lias no home. No com munity stands 
behind him. 
No organization set s that hr gets fair 
play. 
He is the prey of the gamblers, the crooked 
politician, the jtolire stool pigeon and the yegg man. 
Ho is a worker~outeast. 
The Intcrchurch World 
Movement is now m aking a suri'ey of his problems 
to bring about a closer ro-operation of the churches 
of America in its solution. 


Each fall, in the wake of the great harvests, comes 
the parasite of the harvester to reap a harvest for 
himself. 
He is the gambler. 
For him the harvester 
is traditional prey. 
More than that, the gambler lias the spell to 
whieh tie yields willingly— the spell of the game of 
chance. 
And for cards and games of chance the 
harvester has a passion. 
He does not recognize the 
gambler as a parasite who feeds upon him. but at 
a bringer of recreation that is tense and fascinating, 
and has a thrill to it. 
And that, after a long day 
in the fields, is a tiling for which to be grateful. 
Hut the* parasite reaps what the harvest* t earns. 
And often, at the end of the harvest, the victim 
begins, penniless, the quest for the next job, with 
the parasite still at his heels.

The gambler is not alone in exploiting the migrant 
laborer. 
.That is being shown by a study of the 
livmg conditions of t h e s e wandering workers being 
made by the Interehurch Movement, which a i m s to 
present the details of this problem to the Protestant 
Churches of America, and to bring about the closer 
co-operation of these church, s in its s .lotion 
The harvester suffers, the survey is revealing, at 
hands of almost every agency that has anything
